How the Wonderful Results Were 
Obtained—An Interesting Pro- 
“gramme Last Evening 
Today’s Attractions, 


' Yesterday Tue Ties gave a bit of inter- 
esting history regarding that rare old plant, 
the chrysanthemum, and it will not be out 
of place at this time to let the public into 
the secret of its successful cultivation. To 
produce the results seen in the fair is the 
work of artistic gardening. When these 
plants were first set out in bed in April, 
they grew luxuriantly, but like all other 
plants, unevenly, some roots running out 
more rapidly in richer veins of soil, To 
remedy this and to thicken up and mat the 


all around each plant, about three inches 
out from the plant. This was repeated 
every few days, until a dense central bunch 
of fine roots was formed. Following this 
treatment the plants were in turn taken out 


of the ground and the mass of 
roots rolled between the hands, 
freeing them (from. earth. * Then 


compressing the roots, the 
in the holes and filled in with richest earth. 
Soon the ts shot out again and again 
were cut back. The top in the meantime 
was carefully cut back to a singie short 
stump, in some few cases several stumps 
being allowed to grow. Again the plants 
were all taken out aud served as before. At 
the proper time they were transferred to pots, 
‘the short, dense mais of roots prevent. 
any wilting or dying of plants. In many o 
the pots was placed burnt beans, human 
hair from barber-shops; in fact all the hair 
cuttings at all the shops was used in this 
Way. After then carefully patting, the 
stalks were constantly cut back and all suck- 
ers removed. This whole process was to 
store up vital force in the roots to be 
at the proper time thrown into a few 
flowers. When the time came, branches 
were allowed to fork out from the main 
stalk. These were carefully tiea to small, 
straight reeds cut inthe river bed, and 
trained up to the proper height. Those 
nearest the workmen being cut lower so as 
to bring the flowars in the rear higher than 
the ones in front. 

All buds were carefully removed except 
from the points where a flower was desired 
Careful cutting stopped any further growth 
of wood and all of the stored up energies of 
the vigorous root system were poured into 
the bud, making a large gorgeous fluwer. 

The button chrysanthemums were al- 
lowed to develop hundreds of flowers toa

WORKING FOR GOOD ROADS. 


The Well Organized Efforts of tho League 
of American Wheelmen. 

There is no finer example of what or- 
ganization can do than the League of 
American Wheelmen. A few years ago 
local ordinances in hundreds of places 
kept bicycles from the streets and rele- 
gated the cyclist to the realm of nui- 
sances. The league was formed and the 
matter was carried to the courts. Be- 
fore long decisions were obtained from 
several supreme courts that bicycles 
were vehicles in the eyes of the law, and 
the wheelmen obtained the same rights 
and privileges accorded to wagons. 

Any one who knows what the preju- 
dice against bicycles was in many parts 
of the country cannot fail to appreciate 
that when these concessions were gained 
the league had won a very considerable 
victory, and will not be skeptical of the 
announcement that the league is quite 
likely to be successful in the fight which 
it is now carrying on for tho improve- 
ment of roads—a question only less vital 
to the wheelmen than the other, and a 
question, moreover, which has as much 
importance for the public at large as for 
the riders of bicycies. 

The league, when it began the battle 
for better roads. went directly to the 
legislatures; but it soon found that be- 
fore the representatives of the people 
could pass laws taxing their constitu- 
ents for such an object all opposition 
among those constituents must be re- 
moved. Surprising as it undoubtedly is, 
the opposition was very emphatic from 
the very class which would most be bene- 
fited. The farmers, who ‘suffer more 
than any one else from the effects of bad 
roads, cried out most loudly against any 
improvement. As soon as the league 
found this out tactics were changed, and 
acampaign of education begun. This 
is being ardently carried on by the wheel- 
men in two ways. First, a bureau has 
been established which has in charge the 
distribution and compilation of road im- 
provement literature. Arguments, statis- 
tics and directions are sent thence all 
over the land by thousands. Another 
branch is a lecture bureau. It isincum- 
bent upou this bureau to find good 
speakers in every locality who are well 
informed on the subject of road improve- 
ment. Whenever meetings of farmers in 
the country or of boards of trade and 
like organizations in cities are to be held 
these speakers are sent to them with in- 
structions to deliver brief, interesting 
and informing addresses on road im- 
provement. It seems impossible that 
these measures, so vigorously carried 
out, can fail to result in good. 

Mr. George R. Bidwell and Mr. Isaac 
B. Potter, of New York city, were the 
originators of the road improvement. 
project on the part of the L. A. W. 
They began and won the fight for the 
opening of Central park to the wheel- 
men, and after it was over took up the 
question of better roads. Mr. Bidwell 
spoke the other daf an interesting ex- 
periment which has been tried in several

tity of road work—the average weight 
pulled-which a horse can do. Then 
take a county where the roads are good, 
carry out the same plan and compare 
the results. Mr. Bidwell says that these 
experiments show that in New York 
state good roads double the pulling pow- 
er of horses, thus reducing by one-half 
the number of horses necessarily bought 
and supported im order to do a given 
amount of work. The saving in wear 
and tear of vehicles is hardly less. 

In New York state a roads improve- 
ment association has been formed, which 
has 25,000 members. There is not even 
a majority of wheelmen among them; 
they are men in all walks of life on 
which good roads have an influence. A 
permanent organization was effected 
last spring at a convention in Utica, and 
the association will give its support to 
any wise legislation having road improve- 
ment in view. 

Mr. Bidwell says that the road reform- 
ers have made no extravagant requests. 
They recognize that macadam or tel- 
ford roads are impracticable in many 
sections of the country because the ma- 
terial for making them could only be 
obtained at great expense. But he thinks 
that in states like New York, for in- 
stance, one great artery of trade could 
be constructed, such as a macadam road 
from New York to Buffalo. This should 
be of good width, carefully built and 
should, in his opinion, be a state institu- 
tion. He argues that sucha highway 
would have a good moral effect on every 
cross road in the state. The people 
would see how much easier their loads 
were hauled over the hard, smooth state 
road, and would improve the minor 
thoroughfares. He also thinks that in 
the improvement of roads lies the solu- 
tion of the convict labor question. Most 
men are not anxious to break stone and

‘road making the number of honest men 
who would be deprived of employment 
by convict labor would be reduced to a 
minimum. 

The wheelmen are a class, and can 


hardly expect mpathy from other 
classes unless théir interests are identi- 


cal. That this is the case in the matter 
of road improvement is patent, and that 
the wheelmen arb earning the thanks of

The Completed Census of the 
United States.

An Apparent Falling-off From the 
Former Rate of Increase, 
Bat a Plausible Explanation for the 
Lack of Growth. 


Former Incorrect Censuses — The 


United States the Largest 
Steel-Producing Coun- 
try In the World. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

WASHINGTON, Oct, 31.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] A bulletin today 
issued on the population of the United 
States says that the population of the 
country on June 1, 1890, as shown by 
the first count, exclusive of whites in 
the Indian Territory and Indians on 
the reservations and in Alaska, was 
62,480,540. These figuros may be 
slightly changed by late computation. 

In 1880 the population was 50, 155.783, 
an absolute increase in ten years of 12,- 
324.757. The percentage of increase is 
24.57. In 1870 the population was 
stated as 8,558,871. According to 
these figures the absolute increase 
between 1870 and 1880 “was 
11,597,412, and the percentage of in- 
crease 30.08. 


that the population increased between 
1880 and 1890 only 727,345 more than 
between 1870 and 1880, while the rate 
of increase has apparently diminished 
from 30.98 to 24.57 per cent. If these 
figures are derived from’ correct data 
they would be indeéd disappointing. 
Such a reduction in the face of the 
enormous immigration during the past 
ten years would argue a great diminu- 
tion in the fecundity of the population, 
or à corresponding increase in the 
death rate, P 

These figures, however, are easily 
explained when the character of the 
data used is understood. It is a well- 
known fact, having been demonstrated 
by extensive and thorough investiga- 
tion, that the census of 1870 was 
grossly deficient in the Southern States, 
80 Much so as not only to give an exag- 
gerated rate of ncrease of the popula- 


States, but to affect very materiaily 
the rate of increuse in the country at 
large. 

These omissions, thé bulletin says, 
were not within control of the Census 
Office. The census of 1870 was taken 
under the law which Superintendent 
Walker characterized as ‘‘clumsy, an- 
tiquated and barbarous.““ The Census 
Otlice had no power over its enumera- 
tors. In referring to these omissions 
the superintendent of the tenth census 
said in his report in relation to South 
Carolina: It follows as a conclusion 
of the highest authority, either that 
the census ot 1870 was grossly defective 
in regard to: the the State, or 
some considerable parts thereof, or else 
that the census of 1880 was fraudulent. 
‘Those, theretore, who believe in the ac- 


* 


| curacy and honesty of the tenth cen- 


sus—and that was thoroughly estab- 
lished—must agcept cal 
native, namely, that the ninth census 
was ‘grossly defective.’ *’ 

What was true of South Carolina 
was also true in greater or less degree 
of all the Southern States. The omis- 
sions in all probabiiity amounted to 
not less than 1, 500.000. Omitting from 
consid-ration those States in which 
the census of 1870 is Known or pre- 
sumed to have been faulty, the rate 
of increase between 1870 and 1880 in 
the remaining States. has been very 
nearly maintained in the decade be- 
tween 1880 and 1890. 

The preliminary report of the Census 
Bureau shows that the total production 
of steel of the United States during the 
last fiscal year was 4,466,926 tons, com- 
pared with 1,145,711 tons during the 
year ended May 31, 1880, an increase 
of 3,321,215 tons or 290 percent. There 
bus been a like heavy increase in all 
varieties of steel production, and the 
United States now leads all other 
countries in the manufacture of Besse- 
mer steel rails, the output for the 
past fiscal year being 2,036,634 tons, an 
increase of 1,295.179, tons over the year 
ended May 31. 1880. é

WASHINGTON, Oct. 31. [By the As- 
sociated Press.] The annual report of 
Director of the Mint Leech, says: 

The coinage of the past fiscal year 
was the largest in the history of the 
mint, aggregating 112,698,071 pieces. 
Gold and silver bars were manufac- 
tured as follows: 
silver $7,045,357; total 830,387, 791. 
Gold bars were exchanged for gold 
coin, free of charge, of the value of 
$16,357,677. The exports of gold dur- 
ing the year exceeded the imports by 
$4,253,047. Silver exports were $8,545,- 
455 over the imports. 

The total amount of silver purchased 
during the fiscal year for the coinage 
of silver dollars, was 30,912,111 stand- 
ard ounces, costing $26,899,326. From 
the close of the last fiscal 
year to August 13, the date 
on which the new silver act 
went into effect, the amount of sil- 
ver purchased was 3.108.199 standard 
ounces, costing, $3,049,426. The amount 
Ak silver bullion purchased under the 


ounces,at a cost of $14,038,168, an aver- 
age of $1.14349 per fine ounce. 

There was a marked improvement 
in the price of silver during the fiscal 
year. The director estimates the stock 
of metallic money in the United States 
July 1, 1890 as follows: Gold, 
563,029; silver, $463,211,919.

A Posse Hunting for the Murderer in

Mason told his wife to put the 
bread away, saying it was not 
fit to eat. After the Van boys 
went out of the house Mason told his 
wife that Mathew had 11 somethiug 
on the bread to poison eh, so they 
could get the money from the Work- 
men’s lodge, Mason being a member of 
that order. Nothing more was said 
about it that night. ; 

About 5 o’clock this morning Mason 
got up, dressed himself, took his gun 
and started to go out, when his wife 
asked him where he was going. Mason 
said that he was going out. She said: 


you are up to something.“ He an- 
swered: Never mind; I am all right.“ 
He then went out, closing the door 
after him. His wife, thinking sume- 
thing wrong, got up and went to the 
window just as two shots were fired a 
short distance from the house. A 
moment after Mason came back 
to the side of the house, but 
did not go in. His wife 
heard him throw some cartridges 
into the magazine of his rifle and saw 
him start off into the woods. She re- 


artived.~-She told him what had 
occurred and told him that Charley 
and Mathew were sleeping out doors 
about sixty feet from the house. 

Jesse went there and found his two 
brothers cold in death, both having 
been shot through the head. Justice 
Lampkin of this place held an inquest, 
resulting as above.
